Dairy stale lawmakers drove hard 
today to require triangular-shaped 
oleo packages so the product can 
be "clearly distinguished from but- 
ter." 


They brought forth this proposal 
as thev conceded that the House 
will vote tomorrow to rppeal the 
02-year old federal taxes on oleo. 


However, they still hope the re- 


pealer bill can be stopped in the 
Senate. 


The oleo forces won their first 


test against the butter bloc yester- 
day. The House voted 235 to 121 
then to discharge its' agriculture 
committee from further considera- 
tion of various repealer bills and 
to put the issue squarely to the 
flouse floor for a showdown. The 
agriculture committee had voted 1C 
to 10 to shelves the bills. 


Tempers flared during the open- 
ing debate before jam-packed gal- 
leries. 


Chairman Knutson (R-Minn) of 


the Ways and Means Committee 
shouted a direct threat at the South 
that limits on cotton imports will

18-Year-Olds Would Serve 
Full Year in Army Under 
Compromise Training Plan 


Washington, April 27 —(/P)— Mili- 


tary leaders are proposing a full 
year in the armed forces for 18- 
year-olds under a "compromise" 
universal training program. 


It was learned today that this is 


being suggested to 
congressional 


committees which are considering 
a broad defense program revolving 
about three points: 1. Universal 
training 2. Temporary revival of 
the draft, and 3. Expansion of the 
air forces. 


The original "compromise" idea 


on universal training was that 18- 
year olds should have .six months 
of training to be followed by serv- 
ice in Ihe National Guard or some 
other active, organized civilian re- 
serve. 


But some offcials contend now 
that a man with only six months 
training would be of little value in 
a military unit and that his min- 
mum time should be at least one 
year. 


The draft and training proposals 


are tied in closely wilh the con- 
troversy over how large the 
air 


force should be. Some 
air 
men 


want a 70-group air force. Secre- 
tary of Defense Forrestal has been 
battling to hold it to GG groups. 


Senator Edwin C. Johnson 
(D- 


Colo) said Forrestal's CG-group pro- 
posal is a "lot of poppycock" and 
a "camouflage" for universal mili- 
tary training.

fats 
supply 
more energy and have more eliect 
on weight than proteins do. 


Maintain Balance 
When trying to gain weight one 


should include fatter meat, more 
butter or margarine, cream, sweets, 
potatoes bread and cereals. Bal- 
ance must be maintained in the 
diet, however. 
It is not wise to 


cut out fruits, vegetables, 
meat, 


milk and eggs which supply 
in- 


gredients necessary 
to maintain 
good health. 


Another 
thing 
which 
can be 


done besides 
choosing the right 


diet is to eat more at each meal. 
The amount one eats 
is largely 
habit and can be changed. 
The 
stomach can be trained to 
hold 
more by gradually increasing the 
amount taken at each meal. One 
good way to do this is to eat until 
the appetite is satisfied and then 
always take a few more mouthfuls. 


More food can be taken also just 


by eating extra meals. A small 
mid-morning meal, 
an afternoon 


or bed-time snack of weight-gain- 
ing foods are helpful. A glass of 
half milk and half cream is a good

These two 
elements so dovetail as to consti- 
tute a grave menace to 
global 
peace. 


However, we at least have the 


satisfaction of seeing the present 
phase of the big power competi- 
tion confined largely to the United 
Nations. The hope naturally must 
be that it can be kept there. 


The most important 
issue 
re- 


volves about the question of send- 
ing an international force to Pales- 
tine- to .maintain ncace. The Rus- 
sians would give their shirts to get 
a Red Army into the Middle East, 
thereby 
establishing 
a military 
grip which they could exploit as 
they have their hold on eastern 
'Germany. That would got the Bol- 
shevist boot into the door of one of 
the world's most important areas. 


Washington has made it 
clear 


that (he United State is 
firmly 


opposed to any U. N. plan which 
woald involve the sending of Rus- 
sian troops to Palestine. However, 
thiit's a ticklish position to main- 
tain and observers anticipate that 
America will do all 
possible to 


avoid being maneuvered into a., po- 
sition of taking a formal position 
on the matter in the United Na- 
tions. Whether she will be able to

situation is fluid and the future is 
uncertain.
